to show that Johnson had stated to a

representative of Tho Tlmes-Dlspatch
upon two occasions, once In Norfolk and
once In Richmond, that he had gone to

lied and asleep on the night of the ex¬

plosion before S o'clock, because he hnd
worked hard that day and was very tired.
Johnson said he may have told tho news¬

paper man that, and if he did, "It was ?

lie," and he made such a statement be¬
cause he was so worried by being under
arrest that he did not know what he was

talking about.

Hubbaxd. Gordon Wood, "Babe" Gath-
rlght, Harvey Sterrant and James R.
Lee, and Johnson made a statement him¬
self, In which ho said he did not know
anything about tho alleged confession,
Rnd that he was In Hubbard's keeping
tally on a pool contest nil tho evening.
